Contains  the  Financial  Statements  of  the  Trust  Fund  and  a  summary  of  activities  in  the  various 
categories  of  trust  money  administered  by  the  Province. 

Contains  the  details  of  the  Operating  Fund  liabilities  and  assets. 

Contains  the  details  of  borrowings  and  guarantees. 

Contains  the  details  of  the  Operating  Fund  revenue  and  expenditure. 

Contains  information  provided  under  Statutory  Requirement. 

Volume  2  - 

Contains  the  details  of  compensation  paid  to  employees  as  well  as  payments  to  corporations, 
firms,  individuals,  other  Governments  and  Government  Agencies. 

Volume  3  - 

Contains  the  Summary  Financial  Statements  of  the  Province  and  schedules  of  supporting  information. 
These  statements  reflect  the  consolidation  of  the  financial  operations  of  all  organizations  integral  to 
the  overall  operations  of  Government  in  performing  its  executive  function. 

Volume  4  - 

Contains  the  financial  statements  of  Boards,  Commissions  and  Government  Agencies  and  Special 
Funds  which  are  included  in  the  Government  Reporting  Entity.

(a)  Compensation  of  $50,000  or  More

therefore  do  not  include  payments  made  or  benefits  accrued  in  relation  to  pension  plans.

the  employee’s  position  as  at  March  31st  even  though  the  employee  may  have  been  located 
under  other  Department(s)  and/or  location(s)  during  the  year. 

(iii)  This  statement  includes  all  compensation  for  all  Members  of  the  Legislature.
